Document to Germans Says 
She Informed and Con- 
sulted With Allies Before 


“GERMANY FAILED TO 
KEEP PROMIS 


Berlin Asked for Authoriza- 
tion to Enter Ruhr Valley 
With Troops After Act- 


ing.

PARIS, April 8.—A note pre- 
pared by Premier Millerand was 
read to the Ambassadors yesterday 
ard then delivered to the German 
charge, Wilhelm von Mayer, in which 
the Premier declared that France 
had taken great care to inform and 
consult with the Allies before occu- 
pying the Rhine cities. The text of 
the note follows: 

“Before occupying Frankfort, 
Darmstadt and other cities, the 
French Government took great care, 
as it was bound to do, to inform and 
consult with the Allies. Many times 
since the treaty has come into force, 
lrance has proved its desire to main- 
tain close co-operation with the Al- 
lies by waving its point of view and 
accepting theirs. 

“France was forced to act when 
faced not only by direct violation 
of the general stipulations of the 
Versailles treaty concerning all the 
Allies especially France, owing to 
ite geographical position, but also 
by the failure of Germany to keep 
the promise given by a representa- | 
tive of the German Government in 
conversations which vere engaged in 
at the request of the latter. 

“On March 28, the French Prem- 
ler declared from the tribune of the 
Chamber of Deputies that France, 
vhich was still awaiting the begin- 
ning of the realization of the most 
urgent reparations, could not delay 
irdefinitely making decisions which 
were imperative.

BURGLARY INSURANCE RATES 
ARE INCREASED 35 PER CENT 


Growing Number of Robberies Given 


Burglary insurance rates in &t. 
Louis, St. Louts County and St. Clair 
County, Ill., were increased 86 per 
cent April 1. In the case of renew- 
als the increase will not became ef- 
fective until June 1. In Belleville, 
which is in another district, an in- 
crease of 25 per cent was announced 
Tuesday. 

The increasing number of robber- 
fes is given as the reason for the in- 
crease. Some insurance companies 
have ceased to write burglary pro- 
tection for that reason, and insur- 
ance men predict that rates may go 
higher. There was a 20 per cent in- 
crease here last December. Resi-

half ago, now costs $22.27. 

There is said to have been a 56 
per cent increase in Chicago recent-. 
ly in the rates for “interior hold- 
up” insurance, and it is predicted 
that there may be such an advance

York City and vicinity.
